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EDITOR'S PREFACE. 



It is a duty we oweto society, to preserve every 
memorial of intellectual superiority, that chance 
may throw in our way, and, more particulariy so^ 
those productions which reflect honor on our native 
genius. The literature of a nation is not to be 
buili up like a modem edifice, with suitable honoro, 
^^ a true and trusty" corner^tone, conve^ring the 
memorabilia of the age ; but must have accident 
and design, small things, as well as great, in ite 
foundation. 

Tbe foUowing classical production came into 
my possession in so singular a way, that I leel 
bound to give the reader the whole history of it 
In the summer of IS^S^ I was a member of the 
Ohio University, and left that Institutiony expect* 
ing to return to college to pursue my studies, in 
the winter ; but circumstances, unnecessary fyr 
me to state, prevented me from joining my dass aft 
that time, and I was induoed to seek, in tiie westera 
part of the state, a person with whom I oouidi 
proseeute my studies during the winter season. I 
heard of a competent teacher in Warren oounty. 
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of which Lebanon is the shirCy situate about thirty 
miles from Cincinnati. He had excited no small 
degree of interest among the few who were capa- 
ble of appreciating his extraordinary attainments 
in classical literature. — ^This man was Francis 
Glass, the author of thc foUowing work, " The 
Itfe of WashingUm*' 

I found him in a remote part of the county, 
in & good neighborhood of thiifty farmersy who had 
employed him to instruct their children, who, in 
general, were then acquiring the simplest rudi* 
ments of an EngUsh education. The iM^hool* 
houae now rises fresh on my memory. It stood 
on the banks of a small stream, in a thick grove 
bi native oaks, resembling more a den for Druidi- 
eal rites, tban a temple of learning. Tbe build- 
ing was a low log-cabin, with a clapboard roof, 
btit itkhfi&rently tight — all the light of heaven, 
found in this cabin, came through apertures made 
dn each side in the logs, and these were covered 
with oiled paper to keep out the cold air, while 
they admitted the dim rays. 

The seats, or benehes, were of hewn timbers, 
resting on upright posts, placed in the ground to 
kecp them from being overtumed by the mischiev- 
ous Ufchins who sat on them. In the centre was a 
large stove, between which and the back part of 
the building, stood a small dosk» witbout lock or 
k^y^ made of rough plank, over which a plane 
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had never passed ; and, behind this dcsk, sat Pro- 
fessor Glass when I entered his schooL 

There might have been forty scholars present ; 
twenty-five of these were engaged in spelling, 
readingy and writing, a few in arithmetic, a small 
class in Engiish grammar; and a half a dozen, 
like myselfy had joined his school, for the benefit 
of his instruction in the Greek and Latin lan« 
guages, preparatory to a more extended course in 
one of the Ohio seminaries* 

The moment he leamed that my intention was 
to pursue the study of the languages with him, his 
whole soul appeared to beam from his countenance. 
He commenced in a strain, which in another would 
have seemed pedantic, but which, in fact, was 
far from being so in him. 

The foUowing imperfect sketch, drawn entirely 
from memory, may serve to give some idea of his 
peculiar manner: — " Welcome to the shrine of the 
Muses, my young friend, Salve ! XaTgs ! The tem- 
ple of the Delphian God was originally a laurel 
hut, and the Muses deign to dwell, accordingly, 
even in my rustic abode. ^ JSTon hmtikm domum 
fasHdiunty umbrosamve ripam.* Here, too, the 
winds hold converse, *Euru8, and Caurus, and 
Argestes loud,' and the goddesses of the Casta* 
lian fountain, the daughters of the golden-haired 
Mnemosyne, are sometimes silent with the lyre, 
* cithar& tacmtesy^ that they may catch the sweet

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murmurs of the harp of AeoUia Here, too, I» ll*« 
priest of the musea, JHusarum saterdo$t ^iug, to the 
young of cilhar sex, stmiiifl before unheArdf Fir- 
ginibus pueriaqm canto. Plutusj indeed, that bhnd 
old deity, is far away ; atid far away let liiixi 
be, for weli has ihe prince of connic poets f^tyled 
bim a * fillhy, crooked, miserable, wrinkled, bald, 
and toothless creature f f-b^wvra, w^, fitdXioi/t |utfov, 

BueU was my flrst lnterview* It was a ditplay 
perfectly naiural» and wiihout the least apparent 
conscious0es3 of efforl on his parL From this 
moment Ue took the greatest interest tn my studies, 
and I enjoyed not only his instruction during school 
hours, but — ai f had taken up my lodgings at a 
farin-house about half a mile from his bcUooIj on 
tho road to his own humble residence, dtuate a miJe 
beyond — almcist every evening, froni htB deep in- 
lerest in my progtesB^ was s[>ent wilh me at my 
dwelling, 

While at the Ohio University, 1 had enjoyed the 
pri%'ilege of able instruction from the Professor of 
Langnages in that insiitution ; but so far as I 
was capable of judgiug, or making comparisoD, 
the attainmentfi and readiness of GhL-^s seemed 
altogether superior to any thing I had witnessed, 
While reading Horace, for inetance, tUe happy 
iliustrations applied to each line, or word, gave 
an interest to jny studies abaolulely fascinating. 
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Sometimesy when in a happy mood — and I soon 
learned that he was not always happy— ^he would 
hold me a deUghted auditor, for a whole evening, 
while analyzing and pointing out the beauties of 
a single ode. The whole range of classic authors 
was at his tongue's end, and he would recite from 
them with a facility and an accuracy truly astonish>^ 
ingv Every thing, by way of illustration or com* 
parison, was introduced^ with such an inimitable 
and sweet simplicity, that, to me, it seemed as if 
I had never before understood the beauties of the 
authors I had been reading, or properly appre- 
ciated the flow, strength, and grandeur of the 
Latin tongue. 

His method of teaching the languages was 
thorough and philosophical ; the judgment, as 
well as the memory, was brought into requisition, 
and he illumined the page of the author with 
such brilliant remarks, that his pupil seldom felt 
the longest lesson as a task. Enamoured with 
standard works, he discovered a strong affection 
for those who had earnestly engaged in mastering 
their beauties : and if, at any moment, he sbowed 
a partiality for any one of his students, the love 
he bore to leaming was the only cause of it. He 
was proud of being a professor of languages, and 
never lost the self-satisfaction that arose from the 
consciousness of his abilities. With him, as with 
Dr. Busby, the teacher could be second to no one 
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in the nation ; and he often dwelt upon that en« 
lightened age of Greece, when the lecturer at the 
Academy or Lyceum was a greater man, in public 
estimation, than the commander of armies. 

He took it upon himself to judge of the improve- 
ment of his scholars, and gave them diplomas ac- 
cording to their merits, from his own authority, 
without reciting a chartered right, or asking the 
privilege of a board of trustees. The form of one 
of these diplomas I have preserved, and deem it 
of sufficient interest to be here introduced.

Glass knew nothing of the world more than a 
child. He was delicately formed in mind and 
body, and shrunk from all coarseness, as a sen- 
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sitive plant from the rude touch. A cold or un- 
feeling word seemed to palsy every current of his 
soul, and every power of his mind ; but when ad- 
dressed iu gentle confiding tones, he was easy, 
comraunicative, and full of light and life. At 
such hours, he poured out a stream of classical 
knowledge, as clear, sparkiing, and copious^as ever 
flowed from the fountains of inspiration in the 
early days of the Muses. JDuring these excursive 
flights, I have sat a delighted listener for hours, 
hardly daring to hear my own voice, for fear 1 
should break the speli by some unclassical word, 
and that then the Oracle would be dumb. He 
faad all the enthusiasm of Erasmus, and of those 
revivers oi leaming in the fifteenth century, who 
considered the languages the omament and the 
charm of life, and more worthy of pursuit than all 
other attainments, and, who, from this love of let- 
ters, called them ** the Humanities.*' The mind 
was, with him,measured by the amount of classical 
acquirements. He was not deficient in mathematics 
and other branches of useful science, but they were 
only mere matters of utility, and not of affection. 
Such a man is seldom properly appreciated any 
where, even in the bosom of letters, where many 
are capable of understanding such gifts; but a 
new country fumidies few competent judges of 
high literary acquirements. 

I had been with him about three months, when 
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he commuiticated to me Iiis loog-eherished inten- 
tion of writing the hfe of Wa^hington in Latin, for 
the use of &chool8. He, after this tiine> ofleo ao* 
verted to the aubject, wiih an earnesiness 1 shall 
never forget. By parcel% I gol soinething of Im 
history. He waa educated in PhiladelphiiH and 
gpent the earher part of his hfe in that city and 
vicinityj in literary pursnita, He ofteo mentioned 
tlie oame of Professor Ross, and said soniethtng of 
having aesisted him in the coinpilation of his Latiii 
Grammar. While acting m an in^truetor in the. 
interior of Pemmylvania, he coiitracLed an unfor- 
tunate marriage^ in a state, as he sttidi of partial 
insaaitj ; no wonder lie thought so, when be 
found himself surroun ded by evils which hh im~ 
prudeoee had broiight upon him. 

Glass tried to make the best of his situation, huL 
he cotdd not soften ihe teniper, or elevate ihe mind, 
of the beiiig to whom he w as united for life. The 
influenae of his situation, on sueh a sentitive 
Bcholar, waa perceptible iti every act. He did aJl 
he could for his wife and rapidly-increasing family, 
but hia eflforts procured for thera but a scanty sub- 
sistence* 

With all ambition prostrated, and with a deadly 
sickness at his heart, he, Bomowhere in the year 
1817 or '18j left Pennsylvania for the West, and 
eettled in the Miami country* From that time 
to the period I became acquainted with him, 
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be hod pursued the business of school-keeping, 
in various places, where a teacher was wanted» 
subject to the whims of children and the caprices 
of their parents» enough alone to disturb the great* 
est philosopher. Of ali the honest calUngs in this 
world, the most difficuit is that of an instructor, 
who has to chastise idle boys, and to satisfy 
ignorant parents. Every new change of school 
district gave Glass some new cause of suffering, 
which had an effect on his health and temper. 

During all tfae time he had been in the westem 
country, he had made but little or no progress in 
his contemplated work. In the drudgery of a 
daily school, he could not think of sitting down to 
such a labor ; he wanled retirement and tranquil- 
lity, while engaged in writing, to do justice to 
himself and the subject. He would often discover 
the deepest sensibility, when any allusion was 
made to the deeds or fame of Washington ; and 
his own contemplations on the wishes of his heart, 
seemed to break down all the energies of his mind, 
and unfit him for the common duties of life. He 
was conscious of his weakness, but he had not 
euffieient energy of mind to rise superior to it. 
Every day his misfortimcs were making inroads 
upon his slender form, and hurrying him to the 
grave. He viewed his situation without dismay, 
only fearing that he should die before he had 
written the life of Washingtcm. 
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Tb^e were moments when hope broke in upon 
faie deqxmdency, and visionB of glory filled his 
mind. He saw himseif united in all coming ages 
with the father of his country, and with the patriot- 
ifim and i^owess of the greatest and the best of 
meat which had only been recocded in modern lan- 
gua^s, never buming in the vemacular of Im- 
perial Bome, nor traced with a pen plucked from 
the wing of the ^^ Mantuan Swan." In this ardent 
glow of classical inspiration, he saw going onward 
to perpetuity, the fame of Washington with the 
honors of a Trajan, and himself not far behind the 
younger Piiny, who has ieft a model of imperish- 
able eloquence, delivered before the Roman Senate, 
on the virtues of his Emperor. 

These feelings and sentiments, which would 
have been pedantry in another, were as natural as 
the delights of an unsophisticated child in him. 

The winter had now drawn nearly to a close, 
and the opening spring, with its busy scenes of 
rural life, had caiied neaiiy all the larger scholars 
from his school; still nothing had been definitely 
arranged in reference to the life of Washington. 
He renewed the subject again and again. I had 
no one with whom to consult. I did not know 
how to decide in my own mind, for I felt incapable 
of properly estimating his attainments, and what 
he really was capable of producing,— besides, the 
expenses to which I should be subjected, were 
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. matters of responsibility, gravely to be considered. 
My feelings, however, were interested. I pitied 
the man, and felt grateful for his attentions, and 
for the adyantages I had derived from his instruc- 
tions. The attempt, I knew, was a bold one ; but, 
then, the subject addressed itself to the feelings of 
every American heart. The example, too, of such 
deyotion to ciassic literature, on the part of an in« 
dividual so humble, so obscure, could not, I 
thought, but awaken to higher efforts, on the part 
of individuals more favorabiy situated,<— nor his 
labors be otherwise, than received with favoring 
kindnessy by every one interested in the advance* 
ment of literature in the United States. 

From the moment he learned my determination, 
to meet his requirements iA the prosecution of his 
work, his gloom and low spirits forsook him, and 
he appeared like a new being — ^though it was but 
too apparenty that the spirits thus newly lighted 
up, were still encased in a weak, fragile, and gra« 
dually sinking form, 

I now viaited his house for the first time. I 
shall not attempt a description, nor do I exagge« 
rate» when I say, that his worldly goods and chat« 
telsy of all descriptions, could not have been sold 
for the sum of thirty dollars. Clothing for him- 
self and family was now ordered, and, at the end 
of his term, arrangements were made for the re- 
moval of himself and family to Dayton, on the

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be leamed of the life of the author of the follow- 
ing work, and of the circumstances under which 
it was written. It were in yain for us, for the ten 
thousandth time, to moum over the untoward fate 
of geniusy or refer to the strong passages of the 
writers of every age, on the difficulties of oyercoming 
the *^ies angusta domi/' or of struggling against 
the heartlessness of the world ; — and although it 
will forever be, that fmor U not always to mm of 
skiUf nor bread to menofwukrstanding, yet it should 
be stated, that talents now come to a better market 
in this country, than formerly, and that the fate 
of genius is less deplorable than it was. 

A word or two respecting the Latinity of the 
work which is here presented to the public. — To 
say that it is of&red as a specimen of finished com- 
position» would be to assert what is not the Utct^ 
>&nd what the author himself, had his life been 
spared, would never have ventured to maintain. 
It boasts of no peculiar elegance of diction, no 
rich display of those beauties and graces, that 
adom the pages of some modem Latinbts ; yet, 
in a faithfui adherence to the idiom of the ian- 
guage, in an accurate use of approved phraseology, 
in that most difficult of all tasks» the clothing of 
modern ideas, and modern improvements, in a lan- 
guage that has ceased to be a spoken tongue for 
many centuries ; in all this, and more than this, 
the present work may safely challenge no ordinary 
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degree of eerutiiiy, atid wlll be found to contam no 
e^all portlon of what carmot but tend tii propl- 
tlate and di^arni tbe severity of criticiani. Id 
LatmiaiQg ihe various tertnfl to which the chnnges 
that have taken place m the art of wary since the 
time of the Roman% hsve bo abnndanrly giveii 
rlse, we cannot but be ttruck with the ekill %hich 
our atilhor has diEpIayed- Occasionallyj it \s true, 
some phrase or expreBsion of rather doubtful orl- 
gin may intrude, but the intrudon will always be 
Jound to carry iia own apology along with it, and 
to be evidently reiinired by the circumslances of 
the eaie, And, after all, our author'8 " Chibemator 
Dmwiddk*^ "i>Mr Kmx" ^^Cmgre^sus .^fnerka- 
nui" ^Uormenta ignivmm/* ** glandes plumhtfit^^^ 4"^,^ 
are certainly no worse than Wyttenbach's* **ter- 
mentorum %md> €xplosomm/* ^^patimE tUsdque disH^ 
HurU,^^ *' pulveri» pyni arfor,*' or Addieon-s* "ferTea 
grandoy^* and ^^plumhi densissimm imberJ^ Even 
the term Tremebundit applied to the iociety of

Some parts of the workj on the other hand, 
willj I truatj be fonnd po^scBsed of positive merit ; 
and I am certain that, in the description of Mount

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Vernon, and the delineation of the charactcr of 
Washington, the most rigid critic will find much 
to commend. The notes speak for themselves. 
The author evidently had in view the possibility 
of his work being introduced into schools, and 
they were therefore written for the benefit, prin- 
cipally, of the younger class of readers, though, 
occasionally, they assume a higher and graver 
character. 

In cimclusion, the editor entertains the hope, 
that the little work which is here offered to the 
literati of his country, will be kindly received by 
them, and be found not undeserving of their notice. 
It is the production of a poor and almost friend- 
less individual, whom a sound and liberal educa- 
tion had fitted for higher pursuits, but -whom mis- 
fortune and disappointment had driven from the 
scenes of his earlier years, to the more congenial 
solitudes of the West. And it will show the power- 
fui influence that classical studies, when properly 
pursued, are calculated to exercise over the mind; 
how they cling to it, even amid misfortune, and 
impart a sure solace under all the ills of life.

Nothing of this nature is to be discoy- 
ered in the present work ; on the contcary, the most cur- 
sory reader • cannot fail to be struck with the easy flow 
of the style, and the graceful tum of very many of the peri- 
ods. Ilie ^are, too, wkiph has been exercised in the se* 
lectioh of a^propriate terins and phrases is worthy of 
notice, especially when taken in connezion with the fact 
of the author^s havihg written. his work without the aid 
of any books of referehce, and his having been compel^ 
led, consequently, to lely solely on the stores of his bwn 
memory. I wbuld not wish to be understood/as viewing 
this production in the light of an accurately critical and 
finished piece, but yet I cannot help thinking that it will 
make a v6ry good school-book. For the subject will in- .

his bosom ; while, if the Latinity of the work should at 
any time appear to the instructer of a questionable or er-^ 
roneous character, he can consult the improvement of 
his pupils, and at the same time display his own acumen, 
in suggesting other and better expressions.

I HAVE examined with some attention the sheets of a 
Life of Washington, in Latin, by Francis Glass, A. M., 
and I consider the work a performance of no small merit. 
In regard to the style of composition, the writer has suc- 
ceeded far beyond the ordinary efforts at writing in Latin. 
The idiom is remarkably pure, the words being selected 
with careful attention to precision and classic use. The 
barbarisms which the introduction of modern institutions 
and observances, particularly the science of war, and 
legislation, must necessarily compel the writer to use, 
are so skilfuUy reduced to the forms of Roman declen- 
sion, that they are not, in general, offensive. Many of 
them are words exceedingly sonorous and descriptive. 
Another difficulty of no smaU importance in writing Lat- 
in is, the proper use of *' equivalents," arising from the 
circumstance, that of the numerous classes of words 
which our language has borrowed irom that, the greater 
portion of them have now a meaning difTerent from the 
original ; and the use of these words in the same sense 
which is annexed to the analogous English terms, would 
be a barbarous perversion of their meaning, offensive to 
purity and good taste. In avoiding these, the writer of 
this work shows accurate and faithful training. But he 
has not merely fireedom from faiilts ; he possesses posi- 
tive excellences. In his periods, he has generally the 
flow and graceful variety which are the principal charm 
of the style of history, exhibiting much of ancient digni- 
ty and simplicity, and occasionally tuming them with un« 
common elegance. In description he is not deficient in 
strength and energy, but is easy, and sufficiently difbse 
to avoid the meagemess of a mere annalist. The life of 
the vcnerated Father of our Country, a character so full 
of moral and intellectual grandeur, can be delineated in 
no so appropriate diction as in the seveie and majestic 
simplicity of the Roman. And the youthful student of 
classic enthusiasm will find the history of his beloved 
country invested with a chaxming interest, when he meets 
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the matchless deeds of his forefa&ers, the heroes and 
sages of ihe Revolution, clothed in the npble and digni- 
fied periods of a langnage which claims tiie homage of 
the learned world. 

I am satisfied that this work, irom the excellence of 
its style, and its rich .materiale of bibgraphy and kistory, 
will become a popular and yaluabie elementary book in 
our schools. Severe criticism may detect some ^* Pata- 
Tinities ;" but, cohsidering the circumstances under which 
it was written, I consider it an extraordinary production. 
I shall immediately adopt it as a class-book.
